3 of Section 1 of the Red 
Book for the period April 1965 March 1966 as amended by Public Notice No. 50 
ITC (PN ) / 65 dated the 16th July , 1965, on the above subject, 

2 . It has now been decided that the para 7 . 3 of Section I of the current Red 
Book as amended , may be substituted by the following : - 
« 7 . 3 All licences issued to Established Importers , Actual users including 

public Sector Projects / Undertakings and to exporters under Export 
Promotion Schemes for import of goods from free resources for the 
period April 1965 - -March 1966 will be subject to the following con 

ditions: -- 
( a ) In the case of licences valued upto Rs. 5 , 000, the liçencee will be 

entitled to utilise the licence in one lot at any time during the 

period of validity of the licence. 
( b ) In the case of licences valued over Rs. 5 ,000 , the licensee shall be 

entitled to order shipment of goods to the extent of 50 per cent 
only of the valuc of the licence upto 31st January, 1966 , and the 
licensee shall not enter into any irrevocable commitment in respect 
of the balance 50 per cent of the value of the licence upto 31st 

January , 1966 . 
The import licences issued for machinery and capital goods to actual users may 
be utilised in one lot and will not be subject to the above conditions.
